REPORT  TO  THE  PRESIDENT 

Tlie  President, 

The  White  House. 

Sn? :  On  August  19,  1933,  you  approved  a  Code  of  Fair  Competi- 
tion for  the  Lumber  and  Timber  Products  Industries. 

This  is  a  report  on  a  Hearing  on  Amendment  Xo.  4G  to  tliat 
Code  conducted  in  the  Fairfax  Room  of  the  WiHard  Hotel,  Wash- 
ington. D.C.,  on  February  13,  1934.  The  Amendment  contemplates 
the  establishment  of  a  Pole  and  Piling  Division  of  the  Lumber  and 
Timber  Products  Code  and  was  presented  by  representatives  of  the 
industry  of  which  the  contemplated  Division  will  have  jurisdiction, 
said  to  represent  more  than  sixty  (60%)  percent  of  the  value  of  such 
products  manufactured  and  distributed  in  the  United  States. 

In  1929  approximately  five  thousand  workers  were  engaged  in 
the  Pole  and  Piling  Industry'  and  the  sales  for  that  year  were 
estimated  at  4,556,895  poles  and  25.324.255  linear  feet  of  piling. 
The  estimated  demand  for  poles  is  3.500.000.  Accurate  informa- 
tion concerning  the  minimum  wages  now  paid  in  the  industry  is 
unavailable,  but  the  evidence  indicates  that  the  minimum  v^-age 
scales  have  been  decreased  to  a  level  insufficient  to  maintain  decent 
standards  of  living.  The  Amendment  correlates  the  wages  and  hour 
provisions  of  those  employed  in  the  Pole  and  Piling  Industry  with 
those  who  are  engaged  in  similar  occupations  now  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Lumber  and  Timber  Products  Code.  The  Adminis- 
trative Agencies  for  this  Division  are  organized  in  accordance  v/itli 
geographical  and  species  divisions. 

The  Deputy  Administrator  in  his  final  report  to  me  on  said 
Amencbnent  to  said  Code  having  found  as  herein  set  forth  and  on 
the  basis  of  all  the  proceedings  in  this  matter; 

I  find  that : 

(a)  The  Amendment  to  said  Code  and  the  Code  as  amended  are 
well  designed  to  promote  the  policies  and  purposes  of  Title  I  of  the 
National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  including  the  removal  of  obstruc- 
tions to  the  free  flow  of  interstate  and  foreign  commerce  vrhich  tend 
to  diminish  the  amount  thereof,  and  will  provide  for  the  general  wel- 
fare by  promoting  the  organization  of  industr}'  for  the  purpose  of 
cooperative  action  among  trade  groups,  by  inducing  and  maintaining 
united  action  of  labor  and  management  under  adequate  governmental 
sanction  and  supervision,  by  eliminating  unfair  competitive  practices, 
by  promoting  the  fullest  possible  utilization  of  the  present  productive 
capacity  of  industries,  by  avoiding  undue  restrictions  of  production 
(except  as  may  be  temporarily  required),  by  increasing  the  consump- 
tion of  industrial  and  agricultural  products  through  increasing  pur- 
chasing power,  by  reducing  and  relieving  unemployment,  by  improv- 
ing standards  of  labor,  and  by  otherwise  rehabilitating  industry.

(b)  Tho  Code  as  amended  c()iiii)lies  in  all  lespects  with  the  per- 
tinent provisions  oi  said  Title  of  said  Aet.  including  -without  limita- 
tion Subsection  (a)  of  Secticm  8,  Subsection  (a)  of  Section  7  and 
Subsection  (b)  of  Section  10  thereof. 

(c)  The  Code  empowers  the  Code  Authority  to  present  the  afore- 
said Amendment  on  behalf  of  the  industry  as  a  whole. 

(d)  The  Amendment  and  the  Code  as  amended  are  not  designed 
to  and  will  not  permit  monopolies  or  monopolistic  practices. 

(e)  The  Amendment  and  the  Code  as  amended  are  not  designed 
to  and  will  not  eliminate  or  oppress  small  enterprises  and  will  not 
operate  to  discriminate  against  them. 

(f)  Those  engaged  in  other  steps  of  the  economic  process  have  not 
been  deprived  of  the  right  to  be  heard  prior  to  approval  of  said 
Amendment. 

For  these  reasons,  therefore,  I  have  approved  this  Amendment  to 
the  Code.

(b)  Administrative  Agencies  shall  be  elected  for  each  subdivi- 
sion in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  forth  for 
the  respective  subdivisions. 

(c)  1.  A  Pole  and  Piling  Coordinating  Committee  shall  be  elected 
by  the  respective  subdivision  Administrative  Agencies  as  follows : 
Three  members  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Administrative  Agency  of  the  Western  Red  and  Northern  White 
Cedar  Subdivision.  tv\"o  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Western 
Red  and  Northern  White  Cedar  Association  and  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  non-member  of  that  Association :  two  members  shall  be  elected 
hj  the  Administrative  Agency  of  the  Douglas  Fir  Subdivision;  three 
members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Administrative  Agency  of  the  South- 
ern Pine  Subdivision :  one  member  shall  be  elected  by  the  Adminis- 
trative Agency  of  the  Lodgepole  Pine  Subdivision;  one  member  shall 
be  elected  jointW  hy  the  Administrative  Agencies  of  the  Cypress 
Subdivision  and  the  Hardv.ood  Subdivision:  one  member  shall  be 
elected  jointly  by  the  Administrative  Agencies  of  the  Northeastern 
Sudivision,  the  North  Central  Subdivision  and  the  Northern  Subdi- 
vision; and  one  member  shall  be  elected  jointly  by  the  Administra- 
tive Agencies  of  the  Redwood  Subdivision  and  the  Western  Pine 
Subdivision.

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2.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Authority  and  to  the  limitations 
contained  in  Article  III  of  the  Code,  tlie  C()ordinatin<j  Committee 
is  autliorized  to  make  such  rules  and  re<iulations  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  administej'  the  C<x\e  in  this  Division  and  may  designate  such 
atrents  and  deletrate  such  authority  to  them  as  may  be  necessary  for 
this  purpose,  but  it  shall  reserve  final  responsibility  for  the 
administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  Code  in  this  Division. 

3.  The  Committee  may  delegate  any  of  its  autliority  to  its  rep- 
resentative, elected  by  its  membership,  on  the  membership  of  the 
Autl>ority.  and  may  empower  him  to  act  for  the  Division  conclu- 
sively in  respect  to  all  matters  coming  before  the  Authorit3^  All 
matters  of  interest  to  the  Division  or  any  Subdivision  requiring 
action  by  the  Authority  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  Pole  and

4.  Under  the  limitations  of  Article  III  of  the  Code,  each  Sub- 
division shall  be  independent  and  self-governing  in  respect  to  all 
conditions  and  problems  relating  to  the  said  Subdivision  exclu- 
sively. Proptjsals  in  respect  of  matters  affecting  more  than  one 
Subdivision  ma}"  be  initiated  by  any  Subdivision  and  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Pole  and  Piling  Coordinating  Committee. 

5.  Members  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  and  of  the  respective 
subdivision  Administrative  Agencies  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

(d)  In  order  to  insure  the  proper  administration  of  the  Code  in 
the  respective  subdivisions  of  this  Division  until  such  time  as  any 
such  subdivision  Administrative  Agency  establishes  conclusively  to 
the  Lumber  Code  Authority  that  it  is  able  to  administer  all  provi- 
sions of  the  Code  in  its  subdivision,  the  Lumber  Code  Autliority  may 
designate  existing  Divisional  Agencies  in  each  region  and/or  local- 
ity to  supervise  the  Administrative  Agencies  of  the  respective  sub- 
divisions of  the  Division  as  to  the  administration  of  those  provisions 
of  the  Code  which  relate  to  maximum  hours  of  labor,  minimum  rates 
of  pay.  the  payment  of  code  fees,  the  submission  of  code  reports,  and 
any  questions  of  correlation  and  adjustment  with  other  industries 
included  in  such  Division. 

(e)  Within  twenty  days  after  the  effective  date  hereof,  the  West- 
ern Red  and  Xorthern  White  Cedar  Association,  the  Lodgepole  Pine 
Pole  Association  and  such  divisional  and/or  subdivision  x\.gencies 
of  the  Authority  in  the  same  region  or  locality  as  may  be  desigTiated 
by  the  Authority,  shall  respectively  conduct  elections  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  the  Administrative  Agencies  of  the  respective  sub- 
divisions of  the  Pole  and  Piling  Division.  Due  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  such  elections  shall  be  sent  to  every  ascertainable  mem- 
ber of  the  Division  in  writing  or  by  such  other  methods  as  are 
reasonably  calculated  to  notify  all  interested  parties  of  such  elec- 
tion. Said  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  a  fair  and  ecpiitable 
manner.  Each  person  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  respective 
subdivisions  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  person,  by  letter  or 
by  proxy.

— The  Athuinistrative  Agency 
of  the  Western  Red  and  Xorthern  White  Cedar  Subdivision  is  des- 
ignated as  the  agent  of  the  Authority  and  of  the  Coordinating 
Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  Code  in  this  Subdivision. 
Said  Administrative  Agency  shall  consist  of  seven  (7)  members, 
two  (2)  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  persons  subject  to  the  .juris- 
diction of  this  Sulidi vision  that  are  not  members  of  the  Western 
Red  and  Northern  White  Cedar  Association,  if  there  be  any  such, 
the  remaining  members  to  be  elected  by  the  members  of  saiei  Asso- 
ciation. Said  Agency  is  authorized  to  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  are  necessary  to  administer  the  Code  in  this  Subdivision.

— Poles,  piling,  posts,  anchor  logs  and 
stubs,  open  tank  treated  and  untreated.

— Poles,  piling,  ptKsts,  anchor  logs  and  stubs, 
open  tank  treated  and  untreated. 

Admi/(ij^ff(if/re  Agency — (Art.  III). — The  Administrative  Agency

— The  Northern  Subdivision  consists  of 
producers,  manufacturei*s,  importers,  exporters,  and  distributors  of 
products  of  all  species  of  timber  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  North- 
ern Hardwood  Subdivision  and  the  Northern  Hemlock  Division,  as 
hereinafter  enumerated,  excepting,  however.  Northern  White  Cedar. 

Products — (Art.  Il-a). — Poles,  piling,  posts,  anchor  logs  and 
stubs,  open  tank  treated  and  untreated. 

Administrative  Agency — (Art.  III). — The  Administrative  Agency 
of  this  Subdivision  shall  consist  of  four  (4)  members,  elected  by 
the  vote  of  persons  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Subdivision, 
and  is  designated  as  the  agent  of  the  Authority,  and  is  authorized 
to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  administer 
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the  Code  in  this  Subdivision.  The  Xoi-thern  Hemlock  Division 
Afi^ency  is  designated  by  the  Authority  to  conduct  the  election  in 
this  Subdivision.

Produef-s — (Art.  Il-a). — Poles,  piling,  posts,  anchor  logs  and 
stubs,  open  tank  treated  and  untreated. 

Admhristrafire  Ar/enc)/ — (Art.  III). — The  Administrative  Agency 
of  this  Subdivision  shall  consist  of  four  (4)  members,  elected  by 
the  vote  of  persons  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Subdivision, 
and  is  designated  as  the  agent  of  the  Authority,  and  is  authorized 
to  make  such  rules  and  regulaticms  as  are  necessary  to  administer 
the  Code  in  this  Subdivision.  The  Western  Pine  Division  Agency 
is  designated  by  the  Authority  to  conduct  the  election  in  this 
Subdivision. 

Jurkd/'cfio/f. — On  and  after  the  effective  date  hereof,  jurisdiction 
over  persons  and  products  enumerated  respectiveh^  under  Article 
II  (c)  and  Article  II  (a)  of  this  Division  shall  be  transferred  to 
this  Division.  Wherever  any  product  enumerated  under  Article 
II  (a)  of  this  Division  appears  under  Article  II  (a)  of  any  other 
division  and/or  subdivision  of  this  Code,  it  shall  be  stricken  out. 
No  product  enumerated  under  Article  II  (a)  of  this  Division  shall 
be  included  under  Article  II  (a)  of  any  other  division  and/or 
subdivision  of  this  Code  by  inference  or  otherwise. 

Minimum  Wages. — In  Article  VII,  subsection  (d)  at  the  end  of 
the  paragraph  headed  '"  Railroad  Cross  Tie  ",  insert  the  following 
new  section : 

"  Pole  and  Piling  "•'  *  *  The  minimum  wage  in  this  Division 
shall  be  not  less  than  that  hereinabove  sj^ecified  for  employees  in 
other  divisions  and  subdivisions  of  this  Code  in  the  same  region 
and/or  locality  performing  work  similar  to  that  performed  by  em- 
plo3'ees  in  this  Division.
